ORDER 

This matter comes before the Court on its initial review of plaintiffs' application 
to proceed in forma pauperis. 

The Court hereby ad\ises plaintiffs that federal law, effective February 7, 2005, 
requires a plaintiff in a civil action to pay a filing fee of $250.00. In order for the Court 
to consider plaintiffs motion, each plaintiff must provide the Court with a certified rnpv 
of his trust fund account statement (or institutional eauivalenf). including the 
supporting ledger sheets, for the six - month period immediatelv preceding the filing of 
this complaint, obtaine d f rom the a p propriate official of each prison at which plaintiff is 
or was confined. 28 U.S.C. § 1915. After submission of the trust fund information, the 
Court will determine plaintiffs ability to pay the entire amount in one payment. If the 
Court determines that plaintiff does not have sufficient funds to pay the filing fee at one 
time, the Court will assess an initial partial filing fee. After payment of the initial partial 
fiUng fee, monthly payments of 20 percent of the deposits made to the plaintiffs trust 
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fund account during the preceding month will be forwarded to the clerk of the Court 
each time the account balance exceeds $io.oo. Payments will continue until the filing 
fee is paid. 

Accordingly, it is hereby 

ORDERED that, within thirty (30) days of this Order, each plaintiff shall 
provide the information described above. Failure to comply with this Order will result 
in dismissal of this action.

Upon review of the financial information, the Court finds that Plaintiff is 
required to pay the statutory filing fee of $ 350.00 for this action in accordance with the 
provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 1915(b). 

Accordingly, it is hereby 

ORDERED, that: 

1 . Plaintiff ERIC GLASCOE is obligated to pay an initial partial filing fee of 
$ 32J6 to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the District of Columbia. 

2. Plaintiff is obligated to the United States District Court for the District of 
Columbia for twenty percent of the preceding month's income credited to his prison account as 
continued partial payments on the remaining balance of the $ 350.00 filing fee. 

3. The authorized institution officer shall deduct from Plaintiffs prison account the 
initial payment described above. The remaining payments described above shall be deducted and 
paid to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the District of Columbia each time the 
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amount in the account exceeds $10 until the filing fee is paid. 

4. A copy of this Order shall be furnished to Plaintiffs place of incarceration. 

5. Plaintiffs application to proceed in forma pauperis is GRANTED, except to the 
extent that Plaintiff is required to make the payments set forth above.
